His sire "was one of the great- 
est of long-distance runners and producers 
of his kind In the general stud book. Heir- 
at-Law today gave evidence that he will go 
the Preakness route with credit and more 
weight than the 85 he carried in beating 
older horses. 

Brilliant Jester showed most speed of the 
six that competed in the Bayview.

I. .aw was away well and straightened into 
the rear stretch In second position, half a 
length off the pacemaker, having saved 
ground on the turn. S. Williams, astride the 
three-year-old, waited along the rail through 
the backstretch and slipped through on the 
inside to take the lead when the other Eng- 
lish horse began to weaken near the half.

UNZUE’S ARGENTINE STUD 



Special Commissioner of London 
Sportsman Tells of His Visit. 

» 

Srscrib^H Fine Foals by Tracery at 
Sooth American Breeder’s Great 

Establishment 

♦ 

W'illiam Allison, the special commissioner 
of the l.i<indon Sportsman, has recently re- 
turned to KnKlan<l from a trip to the Argen- 
tine. In the followinff article he describes 
the prreat brcedinR* establisdiment of Senor 
I’nzue and the foals by Tracer>' quartered 
there : 

I always look forward with 5q>ecial pleas- 
ure to my visit to Senor I’nzue's splendid 
stud, and there was the added attraction 
this >ear that there were many colts and 
fillies by Tracery to be seen, and six of 
them yearlings foaled to English time. More- 
over. it is always pleasant to renew acquaint- 
ance with the cherry stud groom, “Johnny" 
Horan, who has been there some thirty 
years. 

Wo started at 9:15 a. m. on Wednesday, 
by the International Express, which is made 
up largely of sleeping cars, and moves along 
more sp^-'cdily than do most Argentine trains. 
Anyhow, it took little more than two hours 
to reach Men-edes station, where we found 
a motor waiting, and in consequence of the 
prolonged dry weather the road from there 
to San Jacinto was immeasurably better 
than I found it in the last two years. Indeed, 
we had quite an easy and comparatively 
smooth run over the eight miles or so. and 
were soon noting the familiar emus (calleil 
ostriches) interspersed among cattle in the 
park-like grounds. 

LIKE AN ENGLISH PARK. 

I suppose I ought to describe the whole 
prop«^rty as an estancia, but it takes on a 
considerable resemblance to an English park 
when you come within about a mile of the 
house. Senor Unzuo was there to receive 
us, and there was plenty of time to go out 
before lunch and have a look around. 

He has bei»n reducing the ntimber of his 
brood mares considerably, and intends for 
the future to keep only about thirty of the 
best. There are at San Jacinto ten yearlings 
by Tracery bred to Argentine time and six 
bred to European time. That is to say, the 
former lot would rank as two-year -olds in 
England, having been foaled in the latter 
half of 1922. 

I have more than once tried to explain 
how stock foaled in the Argentine to English 
time have an advantage over our own, for 
the simple reason that if they be January 
or February foals they can be turned out 
with their dams, night and day, amid herb- 
age that is at its best, whereas ours at the 
same period of the year are necessarily 
boxed up to a great extent, and cannot have 
ret:ent herbage in the first three months of 
the year. It is simply a proof to demon- 
strate that our rule dating ages from Janu- 
ary 1, instead of March I, as it ought to be, 
is contrary to the proven way of nature. 

ADVANTAGE OF ARGENTINE YEARLING 

The Argentine yearling, bred to Europe.an 
time, is strong and robu.st by the time the 
winter comes in the middle of the year, and 
It is not a severe winter like ours. Then, 
after enjoying another summer in his own 
country, he can be sent over to Europe in 
time to take advantage of the summer here, 
thus avoiding a se<?ond winter altogether. 
It would be vastly different if we tried to 
breed stock in Europe to Argentine time, for 
such sto<-k would be foaled here in the 
autumn or winter and not have decent grass 
or sun for six months. 

We sat while the yearlings were led out 
for inspection, and I need hardly tell people 
familiar with Tracery's sto<-k that they made 
a goo<lly show. Most of them are typical 
of their sire, .and of the colts bred to Euro- 
pean time, I liked best the white-heeled 
dark bay from that famous mare Ocur- 
rencia. by Val d’Or — Meltona. He is abso- 
lutely good all over, with rare quality and 
plenty of size. He was foaled on February 
28 last year. 

A typical Tracery colt is the brown from 
Miss Spendthrift, by Wildflower, her dam 
Aura, by I'mpire. Then there is an excel- 
lent own brother to the yearling El Cacique, 
by Tracery from Indiccita, by Val d’Or. He 
is not quite so much of a Tracery as lAdy 
Ilullough’s two-year-old, but he is a good 
one, all the same. 

GOOD-SIZED TWIN. 

'The fourth colt is a shapely son of Viena, 
by Val d’Or from Margay, by Martagon. her 
dam Hawthorn, by Albert Victor — Hawthorn 
Bloom. He was a twin, but seems to have 
grown, and done well all the same. 

. Of the two fillies foaled to English time, 
one. named Sabandija, is of excellent quality 
She is from Candorosa, by Val d'Or from 
I^a Marseillaise, by St. Mirin. her dam, 
Gavotte, by Saxifrage. The other is also 
a goo«l filly from a Val d’Or mare. Salida, 
but she is rather ."Straight on her front 
joinLs, and is not likely to be Rent to Europe 
thi.s year. 1 saw also two two-year-old fillies 
bred to European time. One of them is a 
sharp-lookin.g, deep-girthed datighter of 
Viena, by Val d’Or, rather on the small 
side. The other is a well-grown one from 
Ocurrencia, and her great merit is obvious, 
though she may be rather straight on her 
joints. 

It will be seen, therefore, that we are 
likely to have plenty of Tracery runners in 
England during the next few years, for it 
must !«• remembered that there are already 
four Tracery two-year-old.s in Europe and 
five yearlings, while there will foals by 
him this year at San Jacinto to English 
time, and some too in England and France 
<from mares recently imported). .As is well 
known, the hor.s«- was brought back to Eng- 
land la.st year before the beginning of the 
Argentine sea.^on. It may not be generally 
known that the foaling sea.sun for Argentine 
time commences in June. 

Of cours*‘, I was interested in the Tracery- 
yearlings bred to Argentine time, for they 
are likely to keep the flag flying in that 
c ountry. There are four beautiful fillies, all 
from Val d’Or mares, and I think the be.st 
of them is Trastada, from Ocasion, sister to 
Ocurrcuicia, and herself a good winner. Igi 
Suerte is quite a true Tracery, and the tap- 
root of her is Mother Superior, ancestress 
of Minoru and Grand Parade. Bef.er still. 

1 liked the well grown and shapely Turbu- 
lenta, which ia clo.sely related to El Cacique. 

Among the colts is a real beauty in Cin- 
Chon, whose dam is Bud, by William the

The Tijuana track does not rank among 
the really fast ones, but a number of excel- 
lent race horses were in action there last 
winter. The result was a number of new 
records in the creation of which the fleet, 
hardy and staying lattle Chief, played a 
prominent part with his mile in 1 mile 

and an eighth in 1 :52. mile and a quarter in 
2:0H^ and two miles in 3:24. He is a capital 
race horse anywhere and in any company. 
In all, twelve new records were substituted 
for those previously existing, the two speedy 
sprinters Osprey and Better I.uck sharing 
lionors in setting up a new mark in running 
three-quarters in 1;11V^. So much money is 
now given the ljor.ses at Tijuana that other 
good horses will assemble there in the future. 
With the passage of time the course will 
probably become faster and present records 
will be effaced. At present they stand as 
fellows :

'Third from Sweet Hilda, by Pepper and Salt, 
her dam Boyne, by Doncaster — Shannon. 
There is a grand dark bay colt of the same 
family, his dam being by Sundridge from 
Bud. Gran Copete is another fine lengthy 
colt from Gran Cosa, by Val d’Or, and trac- 
ing to the ev-er-successful Meltona. Then 
there is a good colt from Straftalina. which 
traces to Strathfleet. A chestnut colt from 
I.,a Gamez, by Val d’Or, is half-brother to 
Iierhaps the speediest colt in the country. 
The success of Tracery with Val d’Or mares 
has been striking, and it was on the ground 
of make and shape, as well as of breeding, 
that Senor Unzue decided on this being the 
best possible scheme of mating. 

It was now almost time to go and sec 
the stallions, of which Papanatas (sire of 
1 alospavos) now occupies the leading posi- 
tion. and a perfectly beautiful horse he is. 
Old Val d’Or, though he has been blind for 
ten years, is not in tlie least inconvenienced 
by that defecL He came out looking almost 
a:- fresh as a four-year-old, and his back 
has dropped little if at all. They put ten 
mares to liim last season, and nine are 
believed to be in foal. 

A newcomer is Spike Island, by Spear- 
mint — Molly Desmond, and a good sort of 
horse he is. He may be displaced- later on 
by Town Guard, but I do not think he would 
be if be were mine, though doubtless Senor 
Enzue is quite right in believing that his 
Tracery mares will be best suited by a 
horse of Marco de.scent. At all events, the 
reverse cro.ss has been amply proved suc- 
cessful in such horses as Papyrus and Tri- 
umph. 

We lunched wi.sely and well before driv- 
ing out to see the brood mares and fvals, 
and be it known that there are thirteen 
Tracery foaks — that is to say, born in tlie 
latter half of 192-k They are living out 
night and day with their dams, and pre- 
sented a really alluring spectacle. It was 
a great sight, that of these really grand 
mares in tlie be.st of health and condition, 
with foals looking as well as sunshine and 
good food can make them. 

EIGHT COLTS AND FIVE FILLIES. 

Of the thirteen by Tracerj- eight are colts 
and live fillies. My readers may not be 
interested in them, but it is important for 
the credit of tlie horse that he shouhl be 
well represented during the next few years 
in tho Argentine as well as in England. 1 
put a special mark against the filly by 
Tracery — Irrison, by Val d’Or — Meltona; the 
filly by Tracery from Petulance, by IVpper- 
miiit, her dam Splendid, by Slieen — Orna- 
ment (dam of Sceptre), and the filly by 
Tracery — Dorancia. by Val d’Or, her dam 
I’etulancia (above mentioned). 

Among the colts 1 iiote«l the typical Trac- 
ery from Iluperta. by Wiiiktield s Pride, her 
darn Tranmere. by Ayrshire ; another true 
Tracery, from I.a Infanta, by Val d’Or, from 
lU'iiie des I’res, by St. Mirin. But the.se 
iiote.s are far, indeed, from being conipre- 
liensive — indeed, it would be ridiculous to at- 
tempt a desiription of all tliese good foals. 

I have merely mentioned a few that caught 
my eye as samples of tlie rest. 

Senor Unziie rrtiirned to Buenos Aires with 
us after this — to me — truly enjoyable day 
which is my last before sailing on the 
return voyage.

Custance Relates How Famous 
Horse Won Liverpool Cup.

How Noted English Rider Accepted Ckanee 

Mount Proffered by Fordham and Gained 
a Yioory in Rich Classic. 

« 

In his “Riding Recollect ion.s and Turf 
Stories’’ Henry Custance relates the story of 
Sterling’s great race in the I.iverpool Cup of 
1873. Tlie writer’s story is reproduced here- 
with ; 

“On two occasions only have I had the 
pleasure of wearing Mr. Gretton’s colors, 
but both were Sterling good rides— if the 
jc-ke may be excu.sed. The races in question 
were the Cambridgeshire and Liverpool Cup 
in 1873. One was quite a casual mount and 
came about in this way ; F’’ordham and 
Chris Fenning were great cronies ; the latter 
was always a great friend of Mr. Gretton’s. 
and they had laid themselves out to win 
the Cambridgeshire with Sterling, and Ford- 
ham was to ride liim. 

“All went well until they came to New- 
market. Fordham, wlio had not been in good 
health, liad not been riding anything but 
quiet horses. All his employers allowed him 
to pick his mounts, knowing he was not in 
condition. One day he was asked by the 
trainer, a man named Roughton, who was 
formerly head lad to old T. Taylor, father of 
Alec, to come ride Sterling a gallop in tlie 
morning. This he tried to do. but in canter- 
ing previously to his mounting the old horse 
l.ogan rearing and kicking, which poor old 
Fordham could not stand, so he said to 
Roughton ; 

“ ‘I think you had better get someone else 
to ride this horse. I am not strong enough.’ 

“Roughton asked: ‘Who am I to get?’ 

A.nd Fordham replied : ’I will get you a 

jockey.’ 

CUSTANCE OFFERED THE MOUNT. 

“Subsequently he sent round for me to go 
and see him. and told me all about it, Chris 
Fenning being in the room. He asked me 
if I would ride Sterling in the Cambridge- 
shire if they put me on a thousand to noth- 
ing. I immediately told him I would only 
be too glad of the chance for half the price. 
He also informetl me the horse was a bit 
nasty, but that I should not mind it. 

’’It wa.s an unlucky day for me when 1 
rode Sterling in the Cambridgeshire., It 
rained in torrents, and wa.s dreadfully cold. 

I had been reducing for other races and. 
we were about three-quarters of an liour at 
the post. Tliere were thirty-seven runners, 
and Sterling, which liad behaved himself 
pretty well for the first ten minutes, became 
almost unmanageable afterward. He reared, 
kicked and did everytliing he should not have 
done, as his temper was upset. 

“At last the flag fell to a straggling start, 
and before we had gone two Inindred yards 
I was in the first three, witli 113 pounds on. 
When we had gone a quarter of a mile 1 
was second, with mj' reins like soft soap. 1 
ought really to have been about nineteenth 
or twentieth, with top weight on, but it 
could not be helped, as I was perfectly help- 
less. My hands were numbed and the sweat 
from the horse’s neck made the reins quite 
past holding — in fact, I wa.s under every pos- 
sible di.sad vantage, although I finished third. 

“I beggea Mr. Gretton to accept with Ster- 
ling for the Liverpool Cup, but he was rather 
inclined to scratch him, as he hated to be 
forestalled. 

PICKS STERLING TO WIN. 

"One evening a day or two afterward. 1 
was dining with Fenning at Newmarket, 
when he said: 

’’ ’What will win the IJverpool Cup?* 

"I replied at once, ‘Sterling.’ 

“ ‘Come round to Mr. Gretton’s place ami 
tell him so then,” urged Fenning. 

“Mr. Gretton accepted witli him; but soon 
after Sterling had an accident. He hit his 
leg, and was stopped in his work for nearly 
a week, so was knocked out in the betting, 
and looked like being scratclied. However, 
he came round all right, and I went over 
to Aintree from 'Waterloo, where I was stay- 
ing with Fenning, to ride Sterling a gallop 
on Wednesday morning, the Cup being run 
on Friday. I was driven over by the land- 
lord of the hotel at ’Waterloo, named Hine- 
son, who had a hotel at IJverpool, as well. 

“Arrived at Aintree, I rode Sterling a haif 
speed gallop over the Cup course. The horse 
was fresh, but pulled up all right and sound. 
When I returned for breakfast. Fenning said 
to me: ‘Well, how did he go?’ And I told 

him : ‘First rate.’ 

“ ‘By jabers, he said. ’He will ate half the 
brutes at the post, and win in a canter — ’ a 
real Irish saying. 

“Sterling did not. however, eat any of his 
competitors at the post, and he certainly did 
not win in a canter — but I will try to dc- 
.scribe the race. 

“There were fifteen runners and the handi- 
cap was rather a flattering one. IJIane, for 
instance, which had won several Queen’s 
Elates, had only 115, including a five-pound 
penalty. Naturally, Mr. Savile’s mare made 
the running. 

COURSE IS HE.AVT. 

The course was extremely heavy, and 
thinking that weight mu.st tell, Maidment 
sent her a real cracker. As I mentioned. 
Sterling had been eased in his work— or. 1 
might say, had done no work at all — for a 
week. 1 was obliged to wait witli liim — not 
quite la.st. as I don’t believe in wailing loo 
far out of your ground. 

“When we came round the last turn, nearly 
half a mile from home. 1 began to draw 
away from the ruck, and hy the time we 
reaciied the distance toward the front lot 
I saw King Lud and I,oui.se Victoria racing 
together. My old horse wa.s going great 
guns at the time, but 1 wished Judge John- 
son could shift his bo.x nearer to me, a.s I 
was afraid, when I asked Sterling the ques- 
tion. he would not quite get up to him. 1 still 
suffered and waited, letting the other two 
run themselves out and was at last rewarded, 
partly by their coming back to me, and 
partly by the extraordinary struggle made 
hy Sterling. When I called on the gallant | 
animal for the final effort he responded 

gamely and won hy a short head, the sanu 

distance dividing the second and third. 

“In this race I brat two of my old masters, 
Mr. Cartwright and Ixird Lonsdale, who 
owned l.oui.se Victoria and King I.ud, re.spee- 
lively. As was truely remarked in all the 

papers at the time, nothing ouuld have 

excelled Sterling’s brilliant gameness and 
determination. It was a grand tinisii to a 
rather uncertain career.

JUDGES OF BLOODSTOCK. 

Roth Major Petherstonhaugh and Captain

that led them to become interested in the 
I.aurel Park Stud. Major Fetherstonliaugli 
is also a steward of most of the important 
meetings held in England under National 
Hunt rules and is therefore well fitted to 
advise regarding the best class of horses 
suitable for steeplechasing. 

During the Plnglish flat racing soa.son — 
-April to November — Major Fetherstonhaugli 
is fully occupied directing King G-orge’s 
racing establishment, but toward the end of 
this year Major Fetherstonhaugh expects to 
pay a visit to this country to see the prin- 
cipal studs and meet American breeders so 
that he may become thoroughly familiar with 
bloodstock requirements in this country.

“I need not tell my readers that Sterling 
was a gieat succes.s at the stud; and although 
I do not care about answering the ques- 
tion often put to me about which wa.s the 
iKst liorse I ever nxle. I am not certain, 
if I do .so, that I should not name Sterling. 
It would certainly be either Mr. Gretton’s 
lior.se or Thormanby. 

“Mr. Gretton had a real gootl race, and 
lie gave me 52.500 fur winning. This was, 
of course, a nice present indeed for me to 
winter upon. 

“Sterling died on March 26. 1S91. having 
been for many years the bright particular 
star of the stud near Birmingham, where 
he was IcK-atcd. Of course the best horse 
he ever sired was Lsonomy, wliieh. ia his 
turn, was the sire of a couple of ’triple crown* 
heroes in Common and Isingla.s.s. Second 
in order of merit among Sterling’s suns 
I think I should place Paradox, which was 
unlucky to be beaten at E|>sorn by Melton 
in 1885. A half of that greatest of all turf 
prizes his .son Harvester pained when he 
ran a dead heat with St. Gatien Uie year 
before. 

“He sired two of the Two 'Thousand win- 
ners in Enterprise and Enthusiast, and al- 
though his name is missing a.s tlie sire of 
a St. l.eger and uaks winner, his stock ran 
second for each mce with Geologist and 
Superba. By the prowess of lsonomy he 
could lay claim to most of the Cups, and 
in 1890 his son Gold cn-dited him with the 
niost c-oveted trophy which u run for oa 
.Ascot Heath,"

T suppose to the present Beneration the 
najne of William Day will convey little more 
than a shadowy reminiscence of the past, but 
1 can tell you from personal acquaintance 
that for mystifyinB the public, stultif^’ing the 
prophets and bringing off tremendous handi- 
cap coups he never had an equal. 

I think I am right in saying that Foxhall 
came to l>ay at Cholderton from Sherrard's 
stable at Newmarket when Mr. Keene, his 
owner, decided to change his trainer. That 
would be some time toward the middle of 
1881. Day went to Newmarket with instruc- 
tions from Mr. Keene’s adviser, Mr. Bath- 
gate. to remove the horses and Sherrard 
did not even know that he was losing the 
string until his rival appeared at the stables 
with the written order.

Having struck the time o’ day. the old 
trainer, with his usual sagacity, laid down 
a plan of campaign for the autumn handi- 
caps. Don Fulano would win the Grand Duke 
Michael Stakes and Foxhall the Gambridge- 
Bhire. He mentioned this plan to Mr. Bath- 
gate and Mr. Ten-Broeck, but they had other 
ideas. They told Day that both Foxhall and 
Don Fulano should run in the Grand Duke 
Michael, which would give them all an idea 
of the merits of the two animals. As if Day 
wanted an idea, forsooth ! 

.Vt that time Day had not actually tried 
Foxhall over a distance of ground, although 
he knew the colt could stay and he accord- 
ingly begged Mr. Bathgate to persuade Mr. 
Keene to purchase a trial horse, but Mr. 
Bathgate potth-poohed the proposition. Don 
Fulano (a mile and a quarter horse) should 
be the trial tackle for F'oxhall. 

Well, they had a trial at Cholderton and 
Foxhall smothered Don Fulano, but even this 
private demonstration did not satisfy the 
Yankees. They ran both the horses in the 
Grand Duke Michael Stakes — and hacked 
Don Fulano. F'oxhall was giving his stable 
ct^mpanion six pounds and without being ex- 
tended he administered a fourteen pound 
beating. Had F'oxhall been ridden out Day 
reckoned that he could have given the bther 
seven pounds more, plus the same beating. 
Some colt, you will say, was this Foxhall and 
I can tell you he was some colt. 

DID NOT LISTEN TO DAT. 

Neither Mr. Keene nor his friend Mr. Ten 
Broe<'k won a penny i)iece on the Grand 
Duke Mbhael. Imt had they listened to Day’s 
advice Foxhall w'ould not have run and ex- 
po.sed his true form while Don Fulano must 
li.'ive won the race and thus provided some 
bookmakers’ moiiey with which to back Fox- 
ball in the Ccsiirewitch. 

.As it was, Mr. Keene h.ad to run Foxhal’ 
In the long-distance Newmarket Handicap 
pract ically untried and fearing to back a 
horse about wbo.se merits over a two and 
a quarter mile course he knew nothing, he 
won a mere bagatelle- $20,000 at the most; 
while his friends actually let the animal run 
loo.se. 

In the Caml)ridgeshire, Don Fulano had 
b<-en given OS pounds, while a penalty for 
the Cesarewitch victory had brought Fox- 
ball’s weight un to 126 pounds. Day went 
to Mr. Bathgate and told him that Foxhall 
was a f.ar Ixdter ]>roposition for a gamble 
than Don l-'ul.-ino and api)arently was 
laughed at for hi.s pains. 

"We’ll win the < 'and)ridgeshire with Don 
Fulano.’’ said Mr. Bathgate. “I think the 
horse is a c-ertaint.v. Foxhall. a three-year- 
old witli 126 i)ounds? It’s absurd!’’ 

1 may as well tell you right away that Mr. 
Ten Brcceck and Mr. Bathgate had started 
bucking Don Fulano for the Cambridgeshire 
Boon after the decision of the Grand Duke 
Alicbael Stakes, each on bis own account, 
with the residt that the horse beaded the list 
of quotaMons. and on the Monday follcjwing 
the Cesarewitch Don Fulano was a hot 
favorite. 

A TRIP TOT.OXDOX. 

These market movements so astonished Day 
that he went siK-cially to Bondon to see Mr. 
Bathgate at the I>angham and to tell him 
rc-ineiliing.

P-ARIS, France, March 21. — The flat racing 
season In the Paris district opened agreeably 
March 14 at Maisons-Laffitte. The road 
from here to the course was in frightful 
shape and disgusted everybody, covering 
them with dust before they reached the 
enclosure. A new tramway is being put 
down on each side of the route and the 
discomfort encountered on the way was 
something beyond words. 

The racing was of good quality, although 
nothing of great class shows so early in 
the season. Guy Garner won the opening 
race of the 1924 season ana Freddy Wil- 
liams and Frank O’Neill also rode a couple 
of winners. 

O’Neill and Frank Keogh had a real set- 
to in one finish. A short head was the ver- 
dict in O’Neill’s favor. 

On the fifteenth we moved to St. Cloud, 
and as it was a Saturday there was a large 
crowd for March. Much interest was shown 
in Dandyprat. a Sans le Sou three-year-old 
belonging to the Aga Khan, which was mak- 
ing his first start in a maiden field. 

NOT HIGHLY REG.ARDED. 

Duke and Garner told me that he had 
never showed anything at home and some 
intimate circumstances before the race con- 
vinced me they were sincere in what they 
-said. The public, however, wont to Dandy- 
prat in fine style. Of course, all the papers 
had called attention to the fact that at the 
Deauville sale of 1923 Duke paid 158,000 
francs for him. 

When the barrier went up Garner was off 
flying, and the colt just lasted to win by a 
short head. I do not believe he will ever 
repay the money paid for him, for Duke has 
had a lot of trouble with him on account of 
his soreness. He was the best looking year- 
ling at Deauville when sold, and is an at- 
tractive fellow today'. 

The Maisons-Laffitte trainers have their 
horses ready ahead of the Chantilly men. 
That is as a rule the case, and on account 
of this season’s cold snap the difference is 
more pronounced than ever. 

On St. Patrick’s Day we were again at 
St. Cloud and the Macomber Stable won the 
Second Optional Handicap with a good-look- 
ing son of War Cloud and Posy. The new 
trainer Charles Count sent the winner to the 
post in fine condition. He looked extremely 
well; blit I do not think there was much 
confidence with the stable connections be- 
fore the race. 

Thundercloud, "War Cloud’s son, had not 
run since Deauville. He finished in the 
money in two of his races last season. While 
he won by a length after coming from 
behind one must see him do something again 
before an opinion is formed as I fear there 
was not much beliiml him. The light weight 
rider of the stable, Esling, rode him. 

O’Neill is at Nice for the entire week. He 
will leave there on the blue train after the 
Grand Prix, and go around I’aris in the 
Calais car direct for England. He should 
arrive at I.iincoln the day before the handi- 
cap. Sir Galahad III. had a fine crossing, 
and is a firm favorite for the big race. By 
the time you receive this the race will be 
run. Everybody here is confident, and their 
money down on the .Teff Cohn representa- 
tive. Good judges, like Duke, “Gene” I.eigh, 
Denman and Major Gilroy all think Sir 
Gallahad III. is well in, and will win. 

’fhere is a line four-year-old jumper in 
Willie Head's stable, Bobadil, by Sardana- 
irale — Framee. He has not met Tx* Coyote 
yet from Bariller’s barn ; but I rather think 
the former has the most scope. He has only 
l.ten beaten once at Enghein, which course 
he is unsuited for in my opinion. He is an 
Auteuil horse, wanting plenty of galloping 
room. 

GARNER RIDES WELL 

Garner is at the top of his form, leading 
the jockeys and hunting winning mounts. 
He is riding well, and riding with confidence, 
which means a lot. Barre still, in my opin- 
ion, is the shining light over the obstacles. 
On the eighteenth we had another day at 
Maisons-Laffitte. A taxi cab strike was 
on and the attendance was light. The racing 
was of an uninteresting cha’^acter. Garner 
won a couple of races. 

1.10 Tremblay opened on the nineteenth. 
The taxis were running again, and there 
was a large crowd present for a middle of 
the week day. It was perfect weather with 
brilliant sunshitte. 

Everything was going finely until the third 
race. Ten fillies went to the post, and they 
all behaved badly. The tapes were broken 
several times. Suddenly they were seen to 
break. It looked like a poor start. Five were 
off in a biincli, with the. others straggling. 
The white advance flag was seen to fall, and 
then go up. McGee, Kreigelstein, Esling, 
Garner and Lamoure raced on. Keough. 
Vatard, Williams, Ferre and Bartholomew 
pulled up. Nobody will ever know w’hat 
happened. I say the white flag was seen 
to fall; but that is what one is told. Keough 
said the advance man was running to get 
out of the way of a horse, and the flag 
lowered, and then went up. 

A CLOSE FINISH. 

A rattling flni.«h ttx)k place between the 
five that went on. Garner won on Maeom- 
her’s Rain Cloiul, with another representa- 
tive of the stable third. Of course as the 
horsi'S had been in the hands of the starters 
all bets stood, although the field made a 
terrible row. demanding everything to he 
callr-d off. Wlien the race finally was starte 1. 
ami the advance flag really was not raise»l 
again. Hubert l.azard’s Lonely Jaissie won 
comfirtahly with Frank Keogh riding. After 
the laee there was considerable whistling 
ami liooting. but the field did not i-ome 
across the i-our.se. Perhaps ten or twelve 
climh« il over the fence. 

Howevi r, the soldiet s soon had all in order, 
and tlie crowd went off to try and litid a 
winner for the next race. The five imiietu- 
ous jockeys have all been .*iet down for the 
iK'Xt two days at lx* Tremblay. I really 
believe that they were alongside, or beyond 
the \shite flag, for they were hunched and 
running fa.st, and the five hoys were old 
hands, and well up in the game.

NE'W YORK, April 23. — The management 
of the Saratoga Association is keeping on 
with the work of beautification prosecuted
